Water In the Farmer's House 

One of the features of life on the 
farm most dreaded by visitors from 
the oclty is the traditional absence of 
a convenient and ample water supply 
and of the privilege of the real bath. 

There was a time when it was 
thought impossible to supply these 
convenienges. But as the comforts | 
of olvilizaiion have spread and gsani- 
tary engineers have given their at- 
tention to the subject, it has been 
found entirely practicable, and not 
excessively expensive, to instalin the 
farm homes almost identically the 
same appliances as are now found i: 
the homes of the city. 

The most popular type of country 
water supply is the air pressure sys- 
tem, Xt is quite simple, consisting 
of a specially constructed steel air- 
tight tank, tLe size most commonly 
used being atout thirty inches in dla-) 
meter by eight feet in length; a force | 
pump either hand or power propelled | 
and an aif pump for furnishing the) 
pressure, and the necessary pipe con-. 
nections with the source of water sup- | 
ply—either well, spring, cistern, lake | 
or stream—and with the bathroom and | 
kitchen of the home, Sometimes’ the 
system jis extended to the barn and 
other outbuildings and to tanks in the | 
barnyard. }

Christian Berger, an Australian, Is 
the inventor of the submarine violin. 
He attempted to get the Australian 
Government to make tests of it, but 
failed. Coming to the United States 
he succeeded in convincing the Navy 
Department officials of the practicabil- 
ity of the scheme.

Quicksand Frozen in 
Th excavating recently for the found: 
ation of a large building in Berlin, the 
workmen found It necessary to go 10 
feet bélow the foundations of the ad- 
Joining buildings, They rested on 
quicksand, which would have flowed 
from under them had the builders not 
used an Ingenious method to keep the 
sand from slipping away. It consist- 
ed in solidly freezing the sides of tho 
new excavation. Five-inch freeze 
Pipes, closed at the bottom, were sunk 
three feet apart all around the edges 
of the pit. The pipes contained one- 
inch pjpes that were open at the bot 
tom and connected with a supply 
header at the top. The five-inch pipe 
was connected with a drain header. 
Brine, which was pumped from a re- 
frigerating plant, passed down the 
one-inch pipes, up the five-inch pipes, 
back into the drain header and thence 
to the brine tank.

Yukon Telegraph Most Remarkable 
and Romantlo on the Continent 
From Ashcroft, on the old Caribou 
road to British Columbia, winding 
northward for 2,600 miles, runs the 
Yukon telegra’ the most remark- 
able and romantic telegraph line on 
the continent, Its origin was like no 
other; its operation never had’ and 
perhaps never will have an analogy; 
its service to mankind has certainly 
never been surpassed, ¢ 

The visitor trailing his goods into 
tho lone north land seeking a gold 
claim in the bed of a rivulet, or stak- 
ing his future on a free farm and a 
muscular back, may jeer at the low 
straggling poles with the wire sagging 
down like the domestic clothesline 
back home. But when he tastes for 
& month or two the supreme isolation 
of that infinite silent wilderness, that 
pitiful strand of wire will size up as a 
strand of gold.

Invented Sewing Machine 

The first successful sowing machine 
was the {nvention of Elias Howe, who 
was born at Spencer, +» ninety- 
four years orn After a meagre 
coun school education he became 
& mechanic, and was only a youth 
when he began his efforts to invent 
4 method of sewing by machine, Eng- 
lish, French and American inventors 
held similar ambitions, but their ma- 
chines were not successful, A ma- 
chine that would really sew was com- 
pleted by Howe in 1845 and patented 
the following year. For years he 
sought, both in America and England 
to bring his machine to public atten- 
tion. In the meantime others began 
the manufacture of machines, and 
Howe was forced to appeal to the 
courts, In 1845 he attained success 
in his legal battle and built a factory 
with a capacity of 100 machines a 
day at Bridgeport, Conn. Royalties 
from his invention made him a multt- 
millionaire before he died in 1867. 
Plans for honoring Howe on the oc- 
casiton of the centenary of his birth, 
six years hence, are already being 
considered.

methods used, bi. Laennec found that} 
by rolling a quire of paper into a 
kind of cylinder, and applying one end 
to the patient’s chest and the other 
to his own ear, much better results 
coule be had thaa by the immediate 
application of the ear. This led to 
his invention of the stethoscope, or 
breast explorer. The whole subject 
of auscultation has been vastly elab- 
orated and the stethoscope greatly 
improved since Laennec’s time, and 
continued investigation has only serv- 
ed to demonstrate more fully the val- 
us of this’ method of diagnosis.

FINANCING A TOWN ON MON-

A new and somewhat drastic | 
policy has been recommended 
ito the council of the city of 
North Battleford by Commiss-

Beet Results Obtained From Use of | 
10 Per Cent. Per Aore 


That application of salt in addition 
to other fertilizers is useful for the 
mangold crop is generally acknow- 
ledged, but what is the most suitable 
“quantity to apply is a question upon 
which there is considerable difference 
of opinion. : 

To obtain definit 
this point, the Ha 
tural College has in conducting ex- 
periments for three years with quan- 
tities per acre of 2% cwt., 5 cwt., 10 
ewt. and 15 cwt. respectively. 

The salt was applied in the middle 
of April and thoroughly worked into 
the soll by cultivating, harrowing and 
roling three times before rowing up, 
the ridges being again split before 
sowing. 

Special care has to be taken to en- 
sure the salt being completely mixed 
with the soil, otherwise the seed is 
liable to be damaged. 

The dressings were made across all 
the manurial and variety trial plots, 
and the weights are the average of the 
different plots. The result was the 
following:—The application of— 

2% cwt. produced an average in- 
crease, about 4 tons roots; 

5 ewt. produced an average increase, 
about 5% tons roots; 

10 cwt, produced an average in- 
crease, about 84% tons roots;

tions, creeds, sup rstitions. In the 
fight of our wonderful day, however, 
buman intelligence is rebelling.

God is answering the 
prayers of His faithful people. 

The moment we begin to exercise 
our reasoning faculties, the Adver- 
@ary scems to redouble his energies 
to hold us back from the Truth. As 
6t. Paul pointed out, he is an adept 
at putting darkness for light and 
light for darkness. And when his 
dupes begin to think and inquire, 
his method seems to be to pose as a 
reformer, that he may mislead, 
carrying us past the truth into hu- 
Mun-wisdom, theories, speculation, or 
fnto.occult systems.

The trend of modern thought is 
eway from the Bible, away from the 
thought of personal sin, personal 
condemnation, a personal Redeemer 
and a personal salvation. The ten- 
dency is to think of and discuss 
civic righteousness, outward morali- 
ties. political progress—in general, a 
social salvation, to be accomplished 
by moral and _ intellectual forces. 
The Pastor would not be understood 
es opposing any humanitarian work. 
He declared that even unwise efforts 
sometimes prove beneficial to their 
movers, though failures in them- 
selves, on the principle that no man 
ean uttempt a good work for another 
who will not himself be blessed by 
his own efforts. 

Higher Criticism, through the col- 
Jeges, not only has undermined the 
Word of God, but in many instances 
has destroyed faith in a personal 
Creator, and has abolished the 
thought of the soul’s need of a per- 
gonal Saviour, in the Bible sense. 
Hence to-day many will pose as 
Christians and declare their faith in 
an impersonal God—a ‘‘nature”’ god 
—whatever that may be. Similarly, 
the highest concept of these respect- 
ing Jesus is that He was a great 
YVeacher, with an uplifting, civilizing 
message. 

All this is quite unbiblical, unsat- 
fsfactory to the hungry soul—chaff. 
We need to get back to the Bible. 
We need its declaration of a God of 
Wisdom, Justice, Love and Power 
infinite; a God of sympathy, who 
has taken notice of human woe, sor- 
row, pain, “sin, death, ami who has 
“heard the groaning of the prison- 
ers’—Adam and his children.

I am convinced that many hearts 
are longing for God, or, ‘as the 
Psalmist expresses it, ‘My heart 
and my flesh crieth out for the liv- 
ing God.” I1t is one thing to know 
about God, about Jesus, the Divine 
Plan of the Ages, the selection of the 
Church to be the Messianic Kingdom 
class, and the Millennium, in which 
The Christ, Head and Body, will 
bless and uplift mankind; but it is 
quite another matter to know how to 
come to God, how to get into this 
Church class.

The question of coming into God's

and sympathetic love for the entire 
groaning creation. If the steps, once 
seen, be not taken, it will be because, 
having counted the cost, the believer 
has been unwilling to pay such a 
price for fellowship with the Father 
and with the Son.

At 
several points the water tunnel ap- 
| proaches closely to the subway, The 
theory of the new alarmist is that an 
explosion, a slight earthquake shock 


sible to guard against might shatter 
the dividing wall bedween the sub- 
merged river and the subway, in 
which event crowded subway trains 
would be submerged before the pas- 
|sengers would have the slightest 
chance to escape. 

I don't think this report will lessen 
travel on the subway. It's pretty bard 
to scare New York, Some years ago 
most of the newspapers shrieked for a 
week that the Brooklyn bridge was 
about to fall down, and travel over it 
was not diminished in the least, ex- 
cept for three hours at the beginning 
of the seare, during which the police 
fought back thousands of people who 
were trying to cross. 

However, a noted engineer, to whom 
the theory of the possibility of a sub- 
way flood from the water tunnel was 
submitted, would say only: “Such a 
thing is highly improbable.
